DYING. 


The Sad Truth no Longer 


Denied. 


Bright’s Disease His Malady, and the 
Last Stages Reached. . 


Life Only Hung bya Slender Thread 
Yesterday and Last Night. 


A Relapse During the Morning from 
Which the Patient Was Only Ral- 
lied by Extraordinary Efforts 
of His Attendants. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WasnHinetox, Dec. 18.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Allday long the life of 


James G. Blaine has hung trembling in 


the balance. For more than an hour in 
the forenoon hope was abandoned, and 
the end was momentarily expected by 
his physicians, family and friends. All 
simulation was thrown aside in the ap- 
parent imminent presence of death and 
the suppressed fact of his illness, long 
denied, was now admitted—Bright’s 
disease. Occasional intervals of de- 
lirium, long hours when he lay inca- 
pable of speech or motion (as is now said 
was the case when Cardinal Gibbons 
paid him his recent friendly call,) these 
and other distressing features of his 
illness, all incidental to one over-power- 
ing organic trouble, Bright’s disease, 
aggravated as it has been of late by 
cold contracted while imprudently 


| venturing out driving two weeks ago, 


and by malarial fever, and confronted 
by a constitution impaired by nearly 
two years of continual sickness; all 
thése things are now tacitly admitted. 
The physicians assert that there have 
not yet been hemorrhages as asserted, 
but this is almost the only alarming 
symptom which is now denied. 

The first crisis was reached between 
10 and 11 o’clock this morning, when 
a sinking spell set in, in which the 
worst was feared. The family was 
called around the bedside, and the phy- 
sicians sent messenger after messenger 
to the nearest drug store with prescrip- 
tions requiring hasty attention. The 
distinguished patient lay unconscious, 
and to all appearances dying, until 
shortly before 1 o’clock, when a slight 
rally setin. The pulse, which had al- 
most ceased to beat, became again per- 
ceptible and partial consciousness was 
restored. 

At 2 o’clock the physicians, Dr. W. 
W. Johnston and Dr. Hyatt, considered 
the patient so much improved as to ren- 
der their constant presence at the bed- 
side unnecessary. While there had 
been no change in his condition on 
which hopes of ultimate recovery could 
be based, the immediate crisis had 
passed. 

At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon a re- 
porter saw James G. Blaine, Jr., at the 
family residence. He said that his 
father’s attack this morning was yery 
bad, and created the gravest apprehen- 
sion. His condition became so weak 
that it was feared, in view of his enfee- 
bled state, that a recurrence must in- 
volve the gravest consequence. 

About 5 o'clock Senator Hale called. 
He said as he left the house later that 
Blaine seemed a little more comfortable 


than early in the day, but his condition |; 


appeared critical. 

The statement was authoritatively 
made at 7 p.m. that nothing in the na- 
ture of a relapse had occurred. While 


the improvement in Mr. Blaine’'s condi-. 


tion was but,slight, and not sufficient to 
afford any great amount of encourage- 
ment to the family and friends, the re- 
action seemed to modify the feeling of 
apprehension for the immediate futare. 
Dr. Hyatt said that he thought there 
was no doubt Blaine would live through 
the night, but at the same time he was 
undoubtedly critically ill. Any compli- 
cations that might arise would doubt- 
less cause a fatal termination to his ill- 
ness. 

A little later James G. Blaine, Jr., 
said toa reporter: think father 
considerably better than he was this 
morning. The physicians have been 
here this evening, and we now think he 
will live during the night and hope for 
the best. Still, 1t must be said, he is 
very dangerously ill.”’ 

President Harrison, accompanied by 
Private Secretary Halford, this evening 
personally inquired as to Blaine’s con- 
dition, and expressed relief and gratifi- 
cation at the abatement of the more 
alarming symptoms. 

Excitemert throughout the city was 
intense, as the news of Blaine’s condi- 
tion spread, and, though it was Sunday, 
the newspapers issued extras, which 
found rapid sale. 

From an mtimate friend of the fam- 
ily it-was learned that it was only when 
Biaine was suddenly seized with the 
sinking spell this morning, which 
threatened for some minutes to ter- 
minate in heart failure, that the family 
fully realized how near he was to death. 
For afew seconds he seemed to be in 
extremis, and the watchers bent anx- 
iously over him. The emaciated face 
ofthe dying statesman was as white as 
marble, and the features were sadly 
drawn. Attimes he scarcely seemed 
to breathe, and at others he gasped for 
breath. The physicians. who 
hastily summoned, plied him_with stim. | 
ulative cordials, trained nurses chaffed 
his extremities, and it was only after 
working over the patient for upward 
of thirty "minutes, and the application 
of every art known to the medical pro- 
fession. that Mr. Blaine slowly revived, 
but the battle with death found him ex- 
tremely weak. weaker than at any time 
when suffering a relapse. He was too 
weak even to whisper, and made no 
sign of recognition. The family were 
gathered around his bedside, all ip 
tears, except, Mrs. Blaine; she retzined 
an outward composure thronghout the 
trying scene, aud calmly gave such 
directions toa the attendants as were 
necessary. Her will power, in fact, 
while her heart was breaking, is de- 
scribed as something pathetic and mar- 
velous. 

At 9:80 o’clock tonight a reporter 
had an interview with Mr. Blaine’s at- 
tending physicians. Speaking for them 
both Dr. Johnston said: ‘Blaine is dis- 
tinctly better tonight than last night 
and much better than this morning.”

“You apprehend no danger of in- 
mediate dissolution?!"’ 

‘*‘No; on the other hand, if he main- 
tains his present ability to take nourish- 
ment and regains sufficient strength to 
overcome or obviate future attacks like 
that of today, there is nothing in the 
disease that should carry him off."’ 

At 11 p.m. Drs. Johnston and Hyatt 
saw Blaine again and gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: ‘Mr. Blaine seems 
to have rallied entirely from the weak- 
ness of this morning, and appears to be 
as well as he has been at any time 
within the past week. While it is not 
possible to say what changes may t#ke 
place in his condition, he can be said to 
be in no immediate danger.’ 

Dec. 19.—The doctors 
called at the Blaine mansion at 1:80 
o'clock and found the patient doing so 
well that they told the family they had 
no apprehension of dissolution during 
the next twenty-four hours. 

‘At.1:30 o'clock this morning all was 
quiet in the house, and only a dim light 
was visible. 

New York, Dec. 18.—Dr. Alfred D. 
Loomis, leading specialist in New York 
city, and probably in America, on 
Bright's disease, was tonight summoned 
to Washington to attend ex-Secretary 
Biaine.

An Engine hes into a Crowded Ca- 
boose—Se of the Unfortunate 
Roasted to Death 
the Rains. 
By Telegraph Times.

Alexandria, Minn., says 

fh accident occurred on 

Great Nortu oad this morn- 

ing at Nelson Station, five miles east of 

Alexandria, in which eight men were 
killed and five seriously injured.. 

There had been a collision at Nelson, 
and a wrecking train was there clearing 
up. About 1 o'clock this morning the 
wrecking train’s caboose was left stand- 
ing on the main track with a number of 
cars. An east-bound freigtt was due 
about 1 o’clock, and as it approached 
the switch the engineer, seeing. the 
track ahead cccupied, shut off steam 
from his engine and called for brakes. 
The speed was too great to stop, and 
the engine struck the wrecking train, 
threw the caboose on top of the next 
car, setting both on fire. Fourteen men 
were in the caboose. One jumped off, 
five were hurt, three were burned be- 
yond recognition, four were killed out- 
right, and one was totally burned .up 
with no sign of his remains being 
found. 

The names of the killed are: Nels 
Dokken of Nelson, Chris Martenson of 
Osakis, Ole Martensen of Osakis, John 
Engstrand of Spruce Hill, John Akerson 
of Spruce Hill, Engstrand's nephew, 
name unknown; Con Brummer of Yank- 
ton, S. D.; one unknown. 

The injured are: A.'M. Bresen of St. 
Paul, Thomas Welch of Boston, Mass. ; 
Pat Hannon of Boston, Mass.: David 
Reed of Nelson, Henry Ross, fireman on 
the east-bound freight. 

The men killed were wrecking-train 
hands and were asleep in the caboose 
when the engine struck it. Obegland, 
the foreman, was the only one awake, 
and had barely time to call to the men 
and jump, saving himself thus, but his 
warning came too late for the others, 
who were all killed or badly injured. 
The injured received prompt medical 
attendance. 


TO ADJUST RATES. 


An Important Rallway Conference to Be 
Held at St. Paul Today. . 
St. Paci (Minn.,) Dec. 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.| At the conference 
to be held here tomorrow the Great 
Northern Railroad Company will present 
to the Canadian, ‘Union and Northern 
Pacific companies its revised basis of 
rates between eastern terminals and 
Butte, Helena, Spokane and Pacific 
Coast points, it being contemplated to 
make the rates effective during the 
early part of January. It is rumored 
that the rates will be in full accord 
with the policy of the Great Northern 
Company, which has in contemplation 
cheapened cost of transportation across 
the continent, in the interest of cities 
which the line reaches.

As soon as 
the woman had swallowed the acid, 
Clancey walked her to the doorway 
of No. 205 Eleventh street, and left 
her, after ringing the bell. He 
claimed that he went for a doctor. P. 
T. Kelly says that the woman was left 
on the doorstep by Clancey. 

Shortly after the woman had been 
taken away in the patrol wagon, a re- 
spectably dressed man called at the 
Ww6tise and said his name was William 
Earle, and also stated that the woman 
was his wife. and that she had left him 
in their home in Los Angeles three 
weeks ago, and that he had just learned 
of her whereabouts. When tald that 
she had taken poison, he turned away 
with the exclamation: ‘‘Too late!’’ and 
left at once. 

The woman has a slight chance of 
recovery, but it is very doubtful.

Loring Pickering of San Francisco on His

Gatveston (Tex.,) Dec. 18™[By 
the Associated Press.| A_ dispatch 
from Carizo tothe News says: ‘As all 
particulars of the fight opposite San 
Ygnacio have not been reported, these 
items will be interesting. During the 
fight there were inthe ‘jackal’ a woman 
and three children. The Captain called 
to the revolutionists, asking that the 
woman and children might go ont un- 
harmed, but the reply was ‘No.’ The 
woman thought she would steal out 
with the children, but as she appeared 
at the door she was shot down and the 
children ran back. 

“The revolutionists were unable to 
dislodge the Captain from his fortress 
and they set fire to the ‘jackal,’ which 
drove the Captainout. As he made his 
appearance he was shot dea¢. His 
body was thrown back into the burning 
building. The three children were 
penned in the -house by the fire and 
burned to death. The bodies of the 
dead soldiers were thrown into the 
flames. 

‘‘Another woman, wife of a non-com- 
missioned officer, undertook to escape 
by crossing the Rio Grande to Texas, 
but she was seen when in about the 
middie of the stream and shot.

AN INCENDIARY’S ‘WORK. 


A Fire at Brooklyn, Causes a Loss 
of about $500,000, 

New York, Dec. 18.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A five-story brick build- 
ing atthe corner of Flushing avenue 
and Ryerson street, Brooklyn, owned 
and occnpied by William C. A. Jurgens, 
wholesale grocer, was totally destroyed 
by fire eariy this morning, with several 
adjoining “buildings either --side. 
The loss will probably foot up to nearly 
five hundred thousand dollars. The 
Jurgens building was heavily stocked. 
The fire spread to the buildings on 
either side, and it was feared the en- 
tire block would go. The three-story

All the families 
were removed to a place of safety. 
The buildings burned until daylight, 
when there was nothing left but smoul- 
dering ruins. 

Jurgens says his loss will be about one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars on 
the building, and two hufdred and fifty 
thousand dollars on stock; fully cov- 
ered by insurance. It is believed by 
the police that the fire was incendiary, 
and ‘Thomas McCann, who was found in 
the building shortly after the fire 
started, was arrested on suspicion.

When Monroe Salisbury reached home 
from the East last winter he saw ‘‘The 
Hearse Horse’’ move, and arranged to 
make him-a member of his stable this 
season. He was worked steadily during 
the winter months by George Starr, the 
track at Pleasanton being in shape 
pretty much all the year, and in the 
meantime had been entered ina number 
of pacing stakes under the name of San 
Pedro. His career this season is fresh 
in the -public mind, as he won a large 
number of all the eventsin which he 
started, and madea record of 2:10%%, 
pacing. 

It was. evident, however, that 
this was about San Pedro's limit at the 
side-wheel gait, and, as he was by rea- 
son of this fact out-classed at the big 
meetings, where the Salisbury stable 
alone makes its appearance, it was de- 
cided to shift the brown gelding into a 
trotter and see how well he could step 
atthat way of going.

In spite of his breeding. however, Del 
Sur is said by those who saw him trot 
in California to have been the rankest 
kind of a counterfeit, so far as race- 
horse qualities were concerned, 
when his son San Pedro started at the 
Northwestern Breeders’ meeting, in this 
city last August, against a pretty fair 
tield of pacers, some ex-Californians 
who were present put down a bet apiece 
qn the field against San Pedro, because, 
as they said, his sire was a duffer. 
Nothing is know asto the breeding of 


the dam of San Pedro, but the 
chances are in favor of her 
having been a_ good _ individual 
with fair strains of blood in her pedi- 


gree, because her son, by a sire that 
was not much of a hand to fight ont a 
well-contested race, paced with resolu- 
tion as well as speed this season, and is 
now trotting a 2:20 shot and doing it 


nicely. With ordinary luck next sum- 
mer San Pedro should mak trotting 
record of about 2:15, and @nter the 
list of horses that have bee@ 2:20 at 


both the trot and pace, whfch list is 
now headed by the incomparable oay- 
Kye-See—2:10 asa trotter and 2:0614 
as a pacer. 

A GREAT 

Before this enterprising cycle manu- 
facturers have had in loving contem- 
plation the plan of sending a wheelman 
from the extreme East to the extreme 
West of this continent for the purpose 
of establishing a good record, says the 
Inter Ocean, but it has remained for a 
lively Eastern concern to ‘cherish the 
project of securing the services ofa 
couple of Chicago riders to accomplish 
the journey with credit and renown. 
It is whispered that soon after the snow 
flies next year, and when the roads have 
hardened a bit, Spooner, the most re- 
markable of Americans long-distaace 
riders, will venture forth upon such a 
task. If the necessary encouragement 
is given him itis on the cards for 
Spooner to race from San Francisco to 
New York against an effervescent chap 
who, tosay what is common enough in 
thought, could well be spared for the 
trial-and sacrifice. They say that 
‘‘Dead Broke’’ Wylie is considering a 
proposition to compete with Spooner. 
They say, further, that the two are the 
first to pair for the purpose of riding a 
tandem from Eastto West. It is any 
one’s privilege to regard the matter 
with distrust, since Spooner himself has 
no great liking for the companion who 
has been chosen for him, but the more 
since they would be rather profitiess 
undertakings even if they ‘vere suc- 
cessfully carried out. There not being 
a transcontinental tandem record in ex- 
istence, it naturally follows that the 
movements of a couple of men across the 
country would be unattended by ary 
great public interest unless it should 
appear that they were about to do 
something very wonderful. Spooner’s, 
ability as a long-distance rider is too 
firmly established to permit the sup- 
position that he is likely to fail in his 
partof this work. He is everywhere 
known as a persevering rider, not bril- 
liant by any means, but indefatigable 
while he can last. Therefore, one 
might look witha certain degree of 
confidence to see him perform right 
well in an individual way if the condi- 
tions are at all favorable. 

On the other hand, Wylie is so inex- 
perienced in all that is exacted of a 
rider who aims at something admirable 
that it is much to be questioned if he 
can perform in a fashion that will not 
result to’ his discredit. The transfor- 
mation from Wylie the checky itiner- 
ant to Wylie the speedy stayer is a bit 
too sudden. The comprehension can- 
not grasp so raw a person ripening in 
the off season. He might, preadven- 
ture, get as faras the edge of one of 
the Southwestern plains, perhaps even 
reach Kansas City, but he would, if a 
reckoning is made on form, Shuffle and 
slide out of sight and memory long be- 
fore his fellow-pilgrim had reached the 
goal. Together the two men could 
journey along as they pleased, but their 
journey would be resultless practically. 
But as individuals, the glory, such as it 
might be, would all be Spooner’s. 

It is hardly likely that Spooner will 
lend himself to such a plan. He has 
passed his word to be present in Lon- 
don at the next all-day track competi- 
tion. The exhausting work of pedaling 
across this country twice would spoil 
him for his foreign engagement. Wy- 
lie is not burdened with such expecta- 
tions as stir in Spooner’s breast, and 
therefore might be expected to go it 
alone. His flight would be facilitated 
by those who have met him here. 

THE UNICYCLE SULBY. 

Charles T. Harvey of Philadelphia 
has applied fora patenton what may 
be termed aunicycle sulky. Some little 
time ago the idea struck Mr. Harvey— 
who claims to be the first man to have 
thought of and introduced the child's 
seat for bicyvcles—that, as speed had 
been increased by changing from three 
wheels to two wheels, ‘following the 
same line, a further reduction in fric- 
in speed 
could be attained by changing from a 
two-wheel sulky to a vehicle depending 
for its running upon one circumference. 
The illustration of a wheel-barrow will 
convey something of an idea of this 
novel device for a speed vehicle, made 
up of practically but a wheel of the 
pneumatic tire type, a pair of shafts 
gnd a seat. 

From instantaneous photographs of 
trotting horses in motion Mr.. Harvey 
assured himself of the fact that a dis- 
tance of cighteen inches between the 
horse's hoofs and the wheel was suffi- 
cient to preclude all possibility of strik- 
ing, and then the tendency of the trot- 
ting horse isto spread the hind feet, 
and there would be more probability of 
striking the wheels of a close-built two- 
wheel sulky than striking the center 
following wheel of a unicycle rig. The 
tremendous strain on the one wheel of 
a two-wheel vehicle in rounding curves 
would be done away with in the one- 
wheel yoke, and the friction and air re- 
sistance reduced to a minimum. 

YALE VS. HARVARD.

With the Democracy in the Saddle. 

Whatever else the Democracy may 
failto do, when it gets completely into 
the saddie and begins pushing things, it 
is eertain to repeal the law now on the 
statutes for Federal supervision of elec- 
tions. Thus it will remove the last ves- 
tige of whatit is pleased to call **The 
Force Bill,"’ and leave the solid South 
free to bulldoze and swindle the South- 
ern negroes out of their suffrages, and 
virtually set aside the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. This much 
it may do toward undoing the issues of 
the war, and this much it is certain to 
accomplish. 

Whether it will dare to go further re- 
mains to be seen. There are thousands 
of rebel claims for property destroyed 
and confiscated during the war, which 
have already been presented to Con- 
gress without avail, and thousands more 
which have been lying perdue, awaiting 


_ just such an opportunity as will now be 


presented for favorable consideration. 
We may rest assured that the claimants 
and their successors will not be back- 
ward about coming forward, and the 
Rebel Brigadiers, now in the ascchdent, 
will not repulse them too harshly. It 
will be something of a study to note the 
attitude of Representative Holman, the 
so-called ‘‘watch dog of the Treasury,”’ 
when these matters come up. Having 
a savory bone or two of his own to en- 
gage his attention, he is not apt to bark 
so fiercely as hitherto. In fact, he is 
liable to lose his well-earned reputation 
as a perpetual growler. 

There is a bare possibility that some 
of the ultra-Southern representatives, 
backed by British claimants, may intro- 
duce bills for the recognition of Confed- 
erate bonded indebtedness. This, how- 
ever, will be going too far. The coun- 
try, as a whole, will not tolerate it, and 
we apprehend that enough of the timid 
Northern Democrats would desert the 
representatives of the solid South to de- 
feat such a measure. 

Another thing that the Democratic 
Congress is sure to do is to make war 
onthe pension rolls. Already the pres- 
ent Democratic members and members- 
elect are formulating their plans to 
this end and are outspoken as to their 
intentions. A receat dispatch from 
Washington says: 

It is not at abuses of the system, but 
the system itself, that Democrats pro- 
pose to level theirartillery. TheSouth 
comes into full power, and can you ex- 
pect that section to indorse enthusi- 
astically the vast payments of pensions 
to the soldiers who overcame them? 

The new regime means death to pen- 
sions, and that is, as has been said, the 
one point upon which the Democracy 
are united. Already the bills are com- 
ing in directed against the Pension 
Bureau. Mr. Caruth of Kentucky dis- 
tinguished himself by getting in the 
first one, and the struggle for preced- 


ence among the Southerners in this 
matter is energetic. 

Senator Butler of South Carolina an- 
nounces tise intention to introduce a 
resolution which will cause a flutter in 
the Pension Bureau. It provides for 
the formation of a permanent commis- 
sion whose duty it shall be to while 
away the weary months in a thorough 
and systematic investigation of every 
case upon the rolls and everv case here- 
after placed upon the rolls. It is to 
have full power to actin the premises, 
and will report every violation of the 
law or entrance ot a name whose owner 
is not fairly entitled to relief. .

A BLOUSE WAIST. 


Correspondence of The Times. 

New York, Dec. 14.— The blouse 
waist in the costume here pictured was 
made of wooi stuff.with a box-pleat ruf- 
fle. The waist is fastened inthe center, 
underneath the box plait, with hooks 
and eyes. This reaches to the bottom 
of the waist. The right front is sewed 
to the box-plaited ruffle sothat the 
seam will not show. On the left side 
ahe encasement reaches under the plait. 
The encasement is either made of 
double. goods or is lined with silk, and 
the bottom of the waist finished off 
neatly. The belt is sewed on with an 
invisible stitch, and the figaro jacket is 
first made for trial from a piece of the 
material, and then, if right, is plaited. 
The under part of the jacket has to be 


cut to fitthe form. The plait in the 
back can be sewed on separately so as 
not to be noticeable. It is finished off 
with a ribbon bow. It hasa high bishop 
sleeve, the lining being cut,to fit and 
then the sleeve and lining sewed to- 
gether. 

Style in, blouse waists is largelv a mere 
question of sleeves. *Thus, by renewing 
the sleeves of a last year’s dress, you 
may be in the fashion at very little ex- 
pense. Leg-of-mutton sleeves ‘aré in 
favor. They cannot be too large, nor 
can the shoulders appear too wide. Do 
not set the sleeves, therefore, too high 
on the shoulders; .but let the shoulder 
seam be drooping over the shoulder and 
gather your balloons all around the 
armhole, as used to be done at the be- 
girining of this century, as you may see 
if vou have a portrait to look at and 
take for a model.

The funeral of Dr. Isaac Fellows oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon at the fam- 
ily residence on First street, near Bur- 
lington avenue, and was very largely 
attended by a concourse of sorrowing 
friends. 


by their presence and their tears, paid 
a tribute to his’ memory more potent 
than any words. In theYanguage of a 
brother physician, it is probably safe to 
Say that nota doctor in the city was 
more beloved by the families to whom 
he ministered than was Dr. Fellows. 
No one outside the immediate family 
circle stands in such close relations 
as the family physician who comes in 
the dark days of sickness and whose 
kind hand at last holds back the veil, 
as it were between this life and tie 
last dread passage to eternity. The 
kindly nature and quick sympathies of 
Dr. Felows eminently fitted him for 
his profession. Noone who had ever 
émployed him professionally can forget 
the ready sympathy, the genial face and 
the cheery presence he always brought to 
the sick room. He was essentially a 
friend of the poor. Itis said that his 
beneficiary list was longer than that of 
any physician in the city. Before com- 
ing to Los Angeles, and ®efore the bur- 
dens of his profession grew s0 heavy, 
Dr. Fellows was actively engaged in 
church and Sunday-school work, and be- 
side being a skillful physician was a 
faithful and devoted Christian. An in- 
cident in his professional life, told by 
one who sincerely mourned his death, 
perhaps best illustrates how fitted he 
was to minister to the spiritual as well 
as to the physical needs of his patients. 
A little boy lay dying. As Dr. Fellows 
entered the room he tgok inthe situa- 
tion, and, approaching the bed, told the 
little fellow, at the request of the fam- 
ily, that he could not live. The dying 
child made answer, ‘*Will you pray?’’ 
and the good doctor dropped upon his 
knees, placed his hand upon the fore- 
head of the boy and offered prayer— 
that best phvsician of him “whom med- 
icine cannot heal.”’ 

The sermon yesterday was conducted 
by Rev, Burt Estes Howard, pastor of 


the First Presbyterian Church, of 
which Dr. Fellows was an honored 
member. Rev. Mr. Howard has been 


here so shor: a time, however, that he 
was practically unacquainted with the 
deceased, and after reading some com- 
forting passages of scripture, he called 
upon Rev. Mr. Ford, an old and valued 
friend of Dr. Fellows, to make some 
remarks on his life and character. ‘The 
words spoken were most appropriate 
and tender. Prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Howard followed, and then a quartette 
of ladies sang ‘‘Asleep in Jesus,’’ after 
which the friends wére. permitted to 
look upon the peaceful features of the 
man who was justly called ‘‘everybody’s 
friend,’’ and whose face wore the same 
pleasant smile in death that it had in 
lifé. The casket was borne by loving 
hands of brother physicians out from 
the beautiful home of which he was the 
light and cheer to Rosedale, where the 
interment took place.

A THIEF—NOT A REVOLUTIONIST. 


Concerning the Pock-marked Gentleman 
of the Name of Garza. 


THE TIMES has received the following, 
dated Los Ange®es, December 17, 1892: 
The newspapers today are brimming over 
with most startling reports of depreda- 
tions, etc., of one Catarino Garza and his 
followers, along the lower border of the Rio 
Grande, and most ridiculously refer to him 
as the head man in revolytionary move- 
ment to oust the present administration 
from power in Meyico. 

It is only too true that a mere handful of 
men in Mexico can raise up, and, by dint of 
promises and other inducements, secure a 
large following. I need but réfer you to 
the history of Mexico to prove the above. 
Notwithstanding all this, Garga cannot be 
called a revolutionist. A horse and cattle 
thief he may be, and is, but to call him a 
revolutionist would be nonsense pure and 
simple, especially to those whd have. occa- 
sion to kKnowgthe man. I will state for the 
benefit of those who never heard of Garza 
until the late troubles, that his reputation, 
as long as i have known him, has been bad. 
He is known on the lower Rio Grande as an 
all-around crook, professional gambler, or 
following any other occupation at which a 
living might be made without working for it. 
I have known him for many years; went to 
school with him as a boy, and have 
known him ever since, consequently am in 
a position tospeak of him with some de- 
gree of correctness. I know that norespec- 
table Mexican would be foundin his com- 
pany, much less to espouse his cause, which 
is erroneously called a revolutionary move- 
ment. His object, like that of Gen. Gorti- 
nas, isto carry on a wholesale horse and 
cattle-stealing scheme. Catarino Garza is 
said to have a following of something like 
two hundred men. who seem to successfully 
evade and, in the event of an attack, to re 
pulse either or both the. Mexican and 
United States troops. Gen. Cortinas had 
upwards of six hundred meno(as his rolls 
showed when captured.) but they were 
routed through the combined efforts of a 
tew Texas State Rangers and Mexican Ru- 
ral Guards on their respective sides of the 
Rio Grande. In justice toour soldiers. and 
to the Nation's shame, let me add thatfrom 
the mouth of the Rio Grande as far up the 
river as Laredo our frontier towns have 
butgittle, and, in some instances, no protec- 
tion whatever. A few companies are dis- 
tributed among the different forts, which 
amounts to nothing more than a mockery. 

Our sister republic has regiments of sol- 
diers along the frontier where we haven't 
companies. If our forts were well garri- 
soned with good men we would hearof less 
men of the Garzatype. Send the troops to 
the front, where they can do some good, 
and where they are needed badly. Some 
time ago the San Francisco Examiner pub. 
lished what seemed to many a lengthy and. 
very elaborate article giving a detailed ac- 
count of Catarino Garza's life. and even 
went so far as to present its readers with a 
picture of that “gentleman.” Well, the 
article, biography or whatever vou mind to 
call it, was about as true as the accompa: 
nying cut showing his face, which was de- 
cidedly handsome. To tell the truth, he is 
as ugly as a-‘mud fence, his face being liter- 
ally honey-combed with pock marks. 

1 have not misrepresented Garza one iota, 
ut Want to show him up in his true colors, 
and not as some have pictured him.

FATAL AFFRAY. 


James A. Frazier Shot and In- 
stantly Killed. ° 


A. E. McKenzie, Who Did the Shoot- 
ing, Gives Himself Up. 


The Macy Block on Main Street the 
Scene of the Tragedy. 


As Usaal in Such Cases, a Woman is at 
the Bottom of the Trouble—State- 
ment of the Eye-witness, 

Mrs. Tupper. 


A fatal shooting affray in 
the Macy Block, cn the corner of New 
Main and Macy streets, at 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning, which resulted in 
the instant killing of a Santa Fé brake- 
man named James A. E'razier, who was 
shot four times by A. E. McKenzie of 
Canada. 

The shooting was witnessed by but 
one person, Mrs. Charles Tupper, the 
wife of a Southern Pacific freight 
engineer, who was out on the road at 
the time, and from all indications the 
bloody duel was the result of jeaiousy 
onthe part of the dead man, who was 
in love with Mrs. Tupper, who is his 
first cousin, being the daughter of his 
father’s brother. 

From Mfs. Tupper’s statement, Mc- 
Kenzie, who was a school mate of herself 
and husband, reached this city about a 
month ago, and has been a frequent 
visitor at her residence, at the request 
of both herself and her husband, who 
have known him since they were 
children. 

Shortly after 7 o'clock McKenzie 
visited her tor the purpose of taking 
her twelve-year-oid son, Waldo, to 
Athletic Park, to witness a practice 
game of lacrosse, in which McKenzie 
was to take part. 

Mrs. Lupper has five rooms in the 
Macy Block, of which she rents No. 9 to 
Frazier, and occupies No. 1 herself. A 
few mi®utes before 8 o'clock she went 
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Mrs. Tupper 


to No. 9 to make up Frazier’s bed, as 
she knew he had gone out to breakfast. 
As she and McKenzie were talking, she 
invited him to accompany her, and they 
continued their conversation while she 
did up the room. 

While they were still in the room 
Frazier returned and looked in the door, 
which was standing open. An ugly 
look came over his face and he went off 
muttering something, but returned al- 
most instantly, armed with a heavy 
club. 

Without uttering a word, he struck 
at McKenzie, who caught the blow on 
his left arm. Three or four heavy 
blows followed in quick succession, and 
one Was so powerful that it beat McKen- 
zie’s guard down and landed square on 
his forehead, cutting an ugly gash in 
the temple and bringing the man to his 
knees, but as he is a powerful young 
man, and an athlete besides, he was on 
his feet in a second. 

When Mrs. Tupper saw McKenzie go 
down she rushed between them and suc- 
ceeded in getting hold of the club and 
held to one end of it with such a grip 
that Frazier let goand drew an ugly 
four-inch bowie-knife and made a rush. 
for McKenzie. 

Up to this time McKenzie had acted 
on the defensive, while Mrs. Tupper did 
allin her power to induce Frazier to 
leave the room, but as soon as Frazier 
drew his knife and made severai lunges 
at him he warded off the blows with his 
left hand and pulled a s¢glf-action, 38- 
caliber revolver and fired four shots in 
quick succession, and Frazier fell 

The men were only a few feet apart 
during the fight, as the room is very 
small, and it is a wonder that Frazier’s 
knife did not reach either McKenzie or 
Mrs. Tupper, for both state that he 
used it wildly as hé dashed about the 
room. 

McKenzie and Mrs. Tupper at once 
left the room, and McKenzie hurried to 
the Central police station and surren- 
dered himself to Day Clerk Smith. 

Detective Auble was in the office at 
the time, and when McKenzie told how 
he had just shotamanin the Macy 


- Block, but did not know how seriously, 


he hurried tothe scene of the bloody 
duel, accompanied by Police Surgeon’ 
Bryant. 

On reaching the house Mrs. Tupper 
escorted the officers to room 9, where 
they found Frazier's dead body. He 
was lying on his back, with the knife at 
his feet and the heavy club by his side. 
He had only been dead a few minutes, 
which shows that McKenzie lost no time 
in giving himself up. 

The body was removed tqthe morgue, 
in Orr & Sutch’s, where a post-mortem 
was held by Police Surgeon Bryant later 
in the day. 

The post-mortem showed that every 
shot fired by McKenzie took effect.. 
One shot, which was the fatal one, en- 
tered the right breast and passed to the 
left through the heart. Another shot 
struck the center of the chest, but was 
met by Frazier’s heavy watch chain, 
and simply bruised the skin, but did not 
penetrate. The third shot entered the 
body under the left arm, near the 
heart, and came out at the back, while 
the fourth shot passed through the 
fleshy part of the left arm, midway be- 
tween the shoulder and elbow. Every 
shot shows that the men-were tacing 
each other all the time. 

When McKenzie was examined at the 
central station by the police surgeon 
his left arm was found to be in a fright- 
ful condition. It was beaten intoa 
jelly from the wrist to the elbow, 
showing that Frazier must have struck 
him. a number of blows, any one of 
which would have killed him had its full 
force reached his head. The one on 
the head was evidently a warded-off 
blow, for he states he kept his arm on 
guard all the time. As it was, the 
blow opened the scalp to the bone, and 
left an ugly wound. 3 

When interviewed by a TIMEs re- 
talked freely. Heis 
a native of Canada, 29 years of age, 
and isa magnificent specimen of man- 
hood. Hetold about the same story as 
related by Mrs. Tupper. 

He denies most emphatically that he 


and the woman have bese criminally 
intimate, but he admits. tat the dead 
man was insanely jealous. While he 
has known both Mrs. Tupper and her 
husband from childhood, he never met 
Frazier until he came out here, and has 
never been with him except in thé pres- 
ence of either Mr. or Mrs. Tupper, 
and always at their home. 

He knew from what Mrs. Tupper has 
told him that Frazier had taken a de- 
cided dislike to him, and had threat- 
ened to kill hid if he did not keep away 
from Mrs. Tupper. His leve for Mrs. 
Tupper for the past three years has 
given her much trouble, and was the 
main cause of her visit to Canada about 
six motnhs ago. 

Only a few days ago McKenzie visited 
the central police station for the pur- 
pose of reporting Fragzier’s threats to 
Chief Glass, but the Chief was too busy 
to see him at that time, and he intended 


| to return again, but put it off. 


McKenzie was on the mounted police 
of Canada. at Regina, for a numbur of 
years, and }.as papers showing that his 
récord was good, and that he was an 
excellent officer. 

He came out here to visit friends and 
also to visit a relative of his who is con- 
ducting a newspaper at Elsinore and is 
anxious to have him join him in the en- 
terprise. McKenzie is positive that he 
would never. have used his pistol had it 
not been for Frazier’s knife. As long 
as Frazier kept to his club, Mcivenzie 
was satisfied to ward off the blows, and 
watch for a chance to grapple with his 
man, as he knew he could overpower 
him in a square fight, but when Frazier 
rushed at him witha drawn knife he 
knew he had to defend himself or die, 
so he drew his pistol and shot as fast as 
he could. . 

Notwithstanding the fact that Mc- 
Kenzie states positively that he and 
Mrs. Tupper were never intimate, it 
looks a little singular that he did not 
occupy his room in the, Corfu lodging- 
house on South Spring street night be- 
fore last. The police ascertained that 
he was not in his room during the night 
and they have not as yet learned where 
he spent the night, but that will prob- 
ably come out atthe inquest, as Fraz- 
ier’s friends have employed private de- 
tectives and will do all in their power 
to hold the Canadian for murder. 

J, R. Tool, yardmaster at the Termi- 
nal depot, who is a warm friend of the 
dead man, called on Chief Glass yester- 
dav afternoon and asked to be allowed 
to.take a look at McKenzie. He identi- 
fied him asa man who bought a pistol 
from Cohn, the pawnbroker, one night 
at 8 o’clock during the late rain storm. 

Tooland Frazier were standing near 
the pawnshop, when Frazier saw Mc- 
Kenzie enter, and he asked Tool to fol- 
low himin and see whether he pur- 
chased a pistol. Tool did so, ani saw 
McKenzie try a small pistol with blank 
cartridges. He then purchased the 
pistol, and after loading it, put it in his 
overcoat pocket and left the place. 

Frazier was considerably worried 
about the matter and seemed;to think 
McKenzie bought the pistol off his ac- 
count. He asked Tool to meet him 
again the next night, and they spent 
some time watching McKenzie, who 
seemed to realize the fact that Tool 
was shadowing him. : 

Frazier has always borne a good rep- 
utation, He was a married man, and 
leaves a widow and several chil- 
dren in Montana, .but his friends 
know nothing ofthe relations exist- 
ing between the dead man and his 
family, and do not even know in what 
town they live. The dead man was about 
35 years of age and was rather good- 
looking. 

Mrs. Tupper, as stated, is past middle 
life, and is not, apparently, a woman 
who would cause men to fight to the 
death about her. 

She telegraphed for her husband to 
return at once, and he will probably be 
present at the inquest today, when 
some new light may be thrown ‘on the 
affair, 


RESTORED LANDS. 


An Outline of the Opinion in the Southern 
Pacific Cases. 


So far no full report of the Supreme 
Court decision in the Southern Pacific 
land cases has been received. Owing to 
the importance of the interests involved 
the decision of the court was announced 
orally from the bench by Justice 
Brewer, who is preparing the written 
opinion. A Washington special to the 
Chicago Herald gives the following out- 
line of Justice Brewer’s opinion: 


In announcing the 6pinion of the court 
Justice Brewer reviewed briefiy the his- 
tory of the grants to the two railroad cor. 
porations, That to the Atlantic and Pacific 
Company was made in 1866; that to 
the Southern Pacific Company five years 
later, with the proviso quoted. The At- 
lantic and Pacific Company was organized 
to build and maintain a railroad line from 
Missouri and Arkansas to the Pacific Ocean, 
through Albuquerque. It proceeded with 
the construction of its line of road, but did 
not build west of the Cdlorado River. It 
filed, at different times, four maps defining 
the location and claiming grants in accord- 
ance therewith. None of the maps madee 
terminus at the sea, although one Of them 
embraced a line to San Francisco. This 
was first approved, but afterward bhanged 
so as to reach the ocean at San Buenaven- 
tura. 

The railroad company, therefore, never 
filed a complete definite map of location; 
but this court held, said the Justice, thata 
railroad company may file its map of loca. 
tion in sections. Neither does it invalidate 
the grantto file a map beyond the ter- 
minus of the road; thatis merely a claim 
for more than the.company is entitled to. 
It makes no difference, said Justice Brewer, 
that the mapof the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company covering the disputed ter- 
ritory may have been filed first. 

When the Atlantic and Pacific Company 
filed its map, the title to the land vested in 
it from the date ot the grant, and in this 
case whent back to 1886. The contention 
that,tbe Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany filed its map in 1871, a year before 
the Atlantic and Pacific Company filed its 
map, the Justice said, was not well founded, 
in any event, for it was only a map ot 
general location, not sufficient to cause 
title to attach under it.. The title to these 
granted lands, Justice Brewer said, vested 
in the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad until 
1886, when Congress by law forfeited the 
grant for failure to earn it by building the 
road. 

The forfeiture was for the benefit of the 
general public and not of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Compauy. The court was of 
the opinion that the title of the Govern- 
ment to the lands embraced within the 
granted limits was clear, that the lands 
should be restored to the pubiic domain. 
The judgment of’ the Circuit Court was re- 
versed with instructions to give effect to 
this ruling. 

In the cases involving lands within the 
indemnity limits of the Atlantic and Pacific 
RaiJroad Company, the decision of the 
court, Justice Brewer said, was the same. 
The title to the land did not remain in the 
Atlantic and Pacific because of the failure 
to complete its road; neither did it pass to 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, for that 
would have been an impairment of the 
prospective right of location possessed at 
the time by the Atlantic and = Pacific 
Company, which constituted a violation of 
the proviso in the Southern Pacific grant 
act, heretofore quoted, The judgement of 
the Circuit Court was reversed, with in- 
structions to grant the relief prayed by the 
United States. 

Justices Field and Gray dissented, the 
farmer vigorously expressing his opinion 
that the Southern Pacific Company was 
fairly entitled to the land, hawing earned 


it by the construction of its road and in. 


accordance with the terms of the act of 
1871. Of more importance than securing 
to the company the property justly its own, 
sald Justice Field, although the value of 


that ran into the millions, was the settle- |. 


ment of the principle that the Government 
of the United States must be bound in its 
operation with individuals and corpora-

tions that its citizens are compelled to re- 
spect in their dealings with one another. 

The property affected by tie decision 
comprises a large’ body of land situated’ be- 
tween the Colorado River and the Pacific 
Ocean, in the fairest portion of California, 
and, as stated by Justice Field, is valued at 
several millions of dollars.

An Eloquent Sermon by the ?astor, 
Rev. J. S. Thomson.

Communion Services at the Imman- 
uel Presbyterian Church. 


Forty-six New Members Admitted to 
Membership—Usaal Sunday Services 
at the Temple-street Christian 
Church—Christmas Chimes. 


Rev. J. S.. Thomson preached to 1200 
people yesterday morning at the Unity 
Church about “The White Stone an 
the New Name.” 

It is quite impossible to do anything 
like justice ‘t6 a sermon occupying 
neariy an hour in its delivery, and 
every thought so crystallized as to 
forbid dissection. It was a sermon 
full of inspiration. One of _ the 
principal thoughts brought out was 
the idea that every man is born 
to a kingdom, but he must fight his way 
to his throne. The white stone of each 
‘individual life is that power, or talent, 
or genius implanted by God, who gives 
to each man his place in the world. 
Christine Nilsson was born a queen of 
song, but it was only step by step that 
she attained her throne, through diffi- 
culties and privations. Pauland Luther 
were heroes, but they had to fight for 
their kingdoms; fifst themselves and 
then the world outside. Jesus Christ 
came into the world, born to a king- 
dom, but He had to go down tothe 
lowest depths to reach the throne. If 
anyone had asked Raphael to explain 
his genius he could not have done it. 
He might have given instruction in art 
and laid down certain principles, but 
his gift was God given, he could not 
explainit. Mozart could not explain 
the mystery of his musical genius. 
This idea of each one being created for 
a special work is dawning upon the 
world by degress, and the beginning 
of the twentieth century will doubt- 
less witness such a _ revolution. in 
education as we do not dream of. 
The first question we shall ask then 


Book of Revelations, a portion of the 
eleventh chapter being the subject for 
the evening’s discourse.

W. E. Hall of New York, editor of the 
International, who is a popular lec- 
turer and orator, delivered an eloquent 
and instructive discourse at Temple- 
street Christian Church last nightto a 
large and agpreciative audience.

There are but few who would wish 
the recurrence of that former period of 
speculative ventures and wild invest- 
ments, eventhongh it would produce 
an unusual influx of prospective settlers 
and residents, for those extreme fluctua- 
tions are by fo means conducive to 
thrift or permanent benefit. 

The deeds recorded during the past

seven days represent the transfer of 
property ef $328,082, located im all 
portions’ of the city and county. In 


scarcely any instance does a single one 
convey property in lots of over twenty 
and, if the truth is known, 
be found that purchas- 
ers are, in the main, home-seekers who 
desire to locate ind install themselves 
and families upon their little plots with 


a view of deriving a sufficient income 
to defray living expenses, and are, 
therefore, content, having behind 


them a greater or less fund from which 
to draw in time of need. Itis this 
class of people that help to develop 
the country, and not those who come 
out from the East with the simple idea 
of turning over their capital and car- 
rying back with them the principal 
doubled once, twice or thrice, as the 
case may be. 

in thecity there isan equally grati- 
fying state of affairs. for here, .when- 
cyer there is a sale of lots. it almost 
surely follows that building improve- 
ment will also attend, Even down to 
the clerks and general class of wage 
earners the view of owning their own 
homes is becoming a predominant one, 
as the institution of building associa- 
tions and purchase on the installment 
plan are made possible by the favoring 
of such projects by the capitalists as 
safe and satisfactory means of invest- 
ment. Thus many a man saves his rent 
by applying it to the payment of prop- 
erty he is soon able, by proper econ- 
omy, to call his own. 

The method of subdivision and allot- 
nent by drawing, which it would have 
»eecn impossible to carry out success- 
fully a yearago, is again being taken 
ip. Several tirms have already upon 
the market tracts recently surveyed, 
apon which are handsome resi- 
dences, to be distributed when 
all the property sold, The 
fact that sales are being made in con- 
siderable number on that basis leaves 
10 room for doubt that investors are be- 
coming more numerous, and that the 
people are ina better state financially 
than they have been for some time.

No Material Damage Resulted from 
Saturday’s Blow. 


Breery Notes from Raymond Hill—A 
Quiet Sanday in Town—People 
Coming and Going— 
Brevities, 


The recent visitors to this section were 
possibly unfavorably impressed by the way 
the wind cavorted about Pasadena on Sat- 
urday. The day was certainly not one of 
the finest, and the only apology than can 
be offered is that such climatic conditions 
are very rare, and only serve to emphasize 
the exceptional excellence of the general 
character® of the summer and winter 
weather hereabouts. 

The wind reached its maximum velocity 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon. It was 
about this hour that the car barn, a frail 
frame structure adjoining the stables of 
the Colorado-street ‘car company, was 
blown over. No further damage resulted. 
This, in connection withthe blowing down 
of one or two billboards, was the only ma- 
terial damage to property effected. 

The reporter yesterday in company with 
Street Superintendent C. C, Brown made a 
thorough survey of the town to ascertain 
whether any damage had been done the 
fruit by the wind. The result was wholly 
satisfactory. Within the city limits no 
damage whatever was effected by the sand 
in the way of “spotting’’ the fruit, while a 
very small proportion of the oranges and 
lemons were blown off the trees. A few 
top-heavy pepper trees were blown over, 
but further than this there is nothing un- 
satisfactory toreport. Up along the foot- 
hills in the wicinity of Altadena the effect 
of the blow was more pronounced and the 
orange and lemon crops suffered consider- 
ably. 

And now that it is ail over, there is little 
to be said in the way of apology. Even a 
country that makes a specialty of climate 
can stand a gentle zephyr like that of Sat- 
urday without a murmur, and another day 


‘of sunshine and calm will be sufficient to 


cause the little unpleasantness to be en- 
tirely forgotten.

The indications now are that the 


notices recently given by President 
Manvel, of the Atchisog, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, that unless the passenger 
traffic between Chicago and Southwest- 

ern Missouri River points are excluded 
from the Western passenger agrec- 
ment his road*would withdraw from the 
association, will not result in a dissolu- 
tion of the association, as has been 
generally expected, Ata recent mecet- 
ing of the general managers and gen- 
eral passenger ayents of the various 
roads in the territory of the Western 
Passenger Association held in “The 
Rookerv’’ a conservative spirit was 
evinced, and both the Santa Fé 
and Alton roads were inclined 
to make concessions in order to 
prevent a disastrous passenger rate 
war. The Santa Fé people stated that 
their notice was given becausethe Alton 
was nota inember of the association, 

which gave it an advantage on South- 
western Missouri River business. Un- 
less the Alton consented to come in the 
Santa Fé would be compelled*te go out 
in order to be able to compete against 
the Alton on equa! terms. 

The Alton people stated that their 
company was badly and unjustly treated 
by the association lines and the former 
chairman, Mr. Finley, and it did not 
leave the association of its own accord, 
but was forced out. It could not con- 
sistently pay the fine imposed upon it 
by Mr. Finley and would never pay it. 
If the association roads would say that 
the tine was unjustly imposed and the 
Jacksonville Southeastern would join 
the association it was willing to do like- 
wise in order to prevent serious com- 
plications and trouble.
